For them the solemnity of Remembrance Day means less 
than the frequent recollection, perhaps at games, of young men 
who played games well.

The Ideals They Held 


Yet there is a fitneds to the outdoor Memorial Service that can 
not be replaced. There once again the living may honor that spirit 
of sacrifice which, surpassing personal loss, shines in a world 
where free men count life itself not too high a price for their 
ideals. 

There, in simple congregation, generations may join in devout 
tribute to that high principle Lincoln phrased at Gettysburg, taking 
increased devotion to that cause for which they gave the last full 
measure of devotion.
